Mr Fannin's Repor/t. 

The reader amy remember that, flut- 
ing last summer, Mr. John Fannin Avas 
entrusted with an exploring expedition 
sent out by tho Government for the 
purpose of ascertaining tho character 
and area of unoecuined lands in the 
Talley oi tho Lowor Fraser. Mr. Fan- 
nin's Report, accompanied by a large 
and instructive sketch of tho country 
oxplored.isbeforo us in pamphlet form , 
and it is found to contain so much 
that is highly readable, that wo are in- 
duced to place considerable portions 
of it before onr readers, It is so much 
out of the dry and trodden track of 
official reports tbat we must congratu- 
late its author upon the success with 
which useful information is conveyed 
in a popular form. We regret that 
considerations of spaco prevent the 
publication of this report in eotenso :-- 

Introduction. 

Although this Report is made from 
an exploration and actual observation 
of tho country between tho City of New 
Westminster and Fort Hope, embrac- 
ing both sides of Fraser River, I have, 
from time to time, availed myself of 
valuable information received from 
practical and experienced farmers 
throughout the district, respecting the 
country in their immediate neighbour- 
hood, tho nature and value of tho soil, 
and its adaption to general agricultural 
purposes. Thoreforo, combining these 
together, I hope in this Report to lay 
before you such information as will en- 
able the public to form correct conclu- 
sions respecting a district which now 
attracts so much attention, and by do- 
ing this to attain the object of the de- 
partment under whoso authority this 
exploration was undertaken. 

Lstngloy. 

Leaving Langley on the 18th of Au- 
gust, we commenced our exploration 
through that part of the New West- 
minster District lying between Bounda- 
ry Bay and the Langley Settlements. 
***** Hall's Prairie — a 
tract of fern and grass land— is situated 
west of the southern extremity of 
Langley Prairie, and about three miles 
from tho Boundary Line. Soil, black 
loam, with clay and gravel subsoil. In 
and about the Langley District, a 
number of excellent farms are worked 
with the greatest care and attention, as 
is apparent from the line fields of grain, 
root crops, &c, the yield of the latter 
being in somo instances very largo. 
The Langley Prairie, we are informed, 
and we have no reason to doubt, is all 
occupied ; but a great part of it is un- 
cultivated—a waste covered with fern 
and other weeds. This is much to bo 
deplored, since, there is no doubt, that 
were this land in the hands of practical 
farmers, Langley would bo one of tho 
most nourishing settlements in the 
District. 

Mntsmil. 

Between Langloy and Matsquiis situat- 
ed some of tho best land met with dur- 
ing the exploration. Eastward from 
the southern extremity of Langley 
Prairie , say five miles, and southward 
towards tho Boundary Line, extends a 
strip of country whore the underwrowth 
is so thick as to make it very difficult 
to travel through; j et the soil here is 
of the best description (black loam) 
and in places very deep. The timber 
has been nearly all destroyed by fire, 
and fallen timber and matted under- 
growth covor tho whole face of the 
country, forming an almost impenetra- 
ble junglo, from which tho intending 
settler would be apt to turn away. But 
a little reflection will show, and in fact 
actual experiments have proved, that 
the difficulties in tho way of bringing 
this land under cultivation, are not so 
formidable as at first sight would ap- 
pear. 

L Aliro 

placed in hero about the month of Octo- 
ber, should tho season bo favourable,, 
would BTreep it comparatively cloar. This 
plan might be adopted by the Govern- 
ment; for unless this bo done, or trailflcilt 
along tho exterior linos of townships, bo 
that tho intending settler may get through 
and satisfy himself as to tho nature of tho 
soil, it may bo years before this lino tract 
of land will bo brought into notice; for 
no settler, however earnestly ho may bo 
in search of a homo, will bo likulv to pene- 
trato this jungle of fallen timber and mat- 
ted undergrowth. Between this tract 
and the river, the country is. somewhat 
broken or hilly, and in places tho soil 
light and gravelly. But eastward towards 
Matsqui, and reaching within ono mile of 
tho Matsqui Prairie, is situated ono of the 
finest belts of alder lau.l in tho district. 
It commences near the river and extends 
southward about sov«n miles, and is prob- 
ably three miles wide. Tho timber is 
very uniform iu size, and about six inches 
through. This traot of land is compara- 
tively level and freo from undergrowth, 
and is also abovo high water mark. Tho 
soil is 

lilac U loum, 

with clay subsoil. Upon tho value of 
this description of land it will bo unneces- 
sary to enlarge. All through the district, 
wherover it has been tried, tho most satis- 
factory results have followed. 

Between this aldor belt and Mats- 
qui Prairie.tho country is slightly rolling, 
the prairie itself being bounded on tho 
west and south by maple and alder ridges, 
with here and thore small openings cover- 
tod with a heavy growth of fern. Tho tim- 
ber da nearly all dead, and tho obstacles 
in the way of cloaring it off, and bringing 
tho land to a state of cultivation, aro 
light indeed compared with thoso which 
Hettlora have to contend in others countries, 
the fire, in fact, doing tho most of the 
work, as tho stumps and roots being iu a 
state of deoay.can easily bo got rid of. Tho i 
fern ia tho worst onomy to contend with, J 
but this in time disappears. ; .

Rumored Indiaa Ti'oufoies- 

Tlio following report, dated Clinton 
Dec. 23d, spptared in tlio Now Westmin- 
ster Herald: — A report has been in circu- 
lation for tlio past month that tho Indi- 
ana ou tho Mainland anticipated making 
a raid on tho whites. 15 nt being only a 
rumor it was not oroditod by anybody, 
until within a fo\y days past, when tho no- 
tions of tho Indians sit Kamloons, and bo- 
twoon there and Cache Croak, have led 
people to boliovo that there is soino truth 
in tho rumor. A Mr. Kirkpatriok, living 
ou the Thompson, -who understands tho 
the native tongue, overheard a conversa- 
tion hetwson two squaws, in which tho 
subjoot wa» talked of freely; that an out- 
break wti under consideration; that they 
had gone kg far as to spoculato on tho 
best point to conimeneo operations, but 
they ware divided as to location botweon 
Clinton and Kumloops. 

There are at present about iivo hundred 
Indians gathered at Cache Creek for tho 
purpose of a grand po tin toll, hut as this 
has been tho second ouo within live woeks 
it looks a littlo suspicious, and some of 
the settlers at that point are very lunch 
frightened. "We sond tho above statement 
as it is currontle reported; a fow bolievo 
it, and all admit it to bo probable. One 
thing is pertain— the thing has been been 
talked of among tho Indians for tho last 
two months. 

[From all that wo can loam tho Indian 
tribes at and around Kumloops have boon 
very much dissatisfied with the manipula- 
tion of thoir lands by the present local 
Government; but we are not prepared to 
believe that they are ripo for activo hos- 
tilities. Tho Superintendent of Indian 
Affairs has received no telegams bearing 
on the outbreak, and we trust that present 
fears may not be realized; — Ed. Colonist. J 

Boxing Day. — A number of charitably- 
disposed gentlemen took advantage of 
yesterday being boxing day, to im- 
proviso a capital plan for raising money 
for tho benetit of the Protestant 
Orphan Asylum. Disguising them- 
selves with masks and fantastic clothes 
they procured a small cart, and har- 
nesing thereto a donkey, proceeded to 
collect subscriptions from passers along 
the street. Iu tho cart ouo of the party 
rode and turned the crank of an organ, 
grinding out notes oven more discordant 
and dolorous than thoso emitted by the 
other organ — the Standard. The side of 
the wagon was embellished with clever 
drawings descriptive of orphan children, 
and the donkey wore a blanket on which 
was inscribed, "Charity coveretli a mul- 
titude of sins!" The get-up caused many 
a hearty laugh, aud the "quarters" and 
"halves," rattled into tlio boxes right 
merrily. See card elsowhere. 

The Moodyvillk Pike.— The fire by 
which Moody's mills wore consumed on 
Monday, broke out in the lamp-room, and 
in a few minutes after it was first dis- 
covered tlio whole building was a shoet 
of flame, l'he only persons in the mill 
at the tuno were the watchman and the 
fireman, who lost no time in giving tho 

• alarm. The buildings, together with all 
tho saws, belting, shafts, &o., and at least 

, one engine, are a total loss. It is hoped 
that tho boilers will have sustained no 
vory serious injury. The lire did not ex- 
tend to the lumber in tho vicinity of the 
mill, nor was any damage done to ship- 

'ping, with tho exception of the schooner 
Matilda, which had Boma sails and spars 
burnt. Wo regret to learn that there was 
no insurance and that the heavy loss will 
consequently fall altogether on tho en- 
terprising firm. This fire is regarded as 
a public calamity.

Ma. Manor's Report — Mr. E. Mohun, 
0. E., was charged with tho conduct of 
explorations on tho East Coast of Van- 
couver Island, between Fort Rupert and 
Meuzie's Bay. The report lias been pub- 
lished and we gloan tho following infor ; 
mation therefrom: From the Fort to 
Chickseeway»there aro extensive, open 
grass swamps; but tho country is not well 
adapted for settlement. Indeed, the first 
good land of any extent that seems to 
have been met with is some fifteen hun- 
dred acres in a beautiful valley on Co- 
kish River, the soil of which is described 
as of "tint class quality." The next cul- 
tivable spot met with is about four thou- 
sand acres of a flat on tho mouth of Ad- 
ams River. Up this river there aro also 
several patches of good land. By far the 
most important tract of land is found on 
Salmon River, a large stroam navigable 
by light draught steamers for a distance 
of twelve miles. This land is comprised 
in a valley about twenty miles long, vary- 
ing in width from ono and a half to two 
miles, and ostiiaated to contain -10,000 
acres. The soil through i3 described as 
excellent in quality. It is suggestnd that 
a pack-trail might bo necessary as a means 
of access to this valley and that it would, 
exolusivo of a bridge, cost some $1,800, 
Upon tho whole, tho section of country 
covered by the report does not appear to 
bo of a very attractive character.

For effect 
and taste displayed we must give the 
palm to St. John's Church which, with 
its floral arches and other decorations, 
presented a very pleasing appearance. 
It is very gratifying in this utilitarian 
age to find the old fashioned customs still 
kept up. Wo have noticed that in many 
of tho churches in tho old country it has 
now become tho custom that the com- 
mencement of Spring shall bo signalized 
by tho churches being gaily decorated 
with flowers. This, to our mind, is Tory 
appropriately connected with divine wor- 
ship, reminding us of the beneficence of 
our Creator. We should very much like 
when May comes with. tho first offerings 
of Spring to seo cur churches thus decor- 
ated.

Editor Colonist. — In his merciless 
and able exposure of fchejsophistries and 
sliortcomihgs of the Speech from the 
Throne, tho member for Nanaimo gave 
the Ministry a modicum of praise for 
the promise to make a road from Yale 
to the seaboard.

There is not the slightest ground 
for believing that the grain and Hour 
of the upper country can profitably 
find their way to this market; and 
there is no other. It is more than 
doubtful whether a pound of either 
barley or flour has been brought down, 
even to Yale, for sale— in otherwise 
empty return freight waggons, though 
they occasionally bring down barley 
for feeding the teams hauling it. As 
for^bringing either grain or flour from 
tlio Upper Country, over roads to 
Now" Westminster for this market, it is 
an idea almost too shadowy for a 
dream. The freight would more than 
swallow up the proceeds; and, if this 
be tho main purpose of the said road 
it certainly knocks into a cocked hat 
the argument that the lower country 
farmers, who also need the road, they 
say to enable them to take their grain 
and (lour up to Yale — unless, like tho 
Glasgow-Dublin steamers, which load 
ono way with Edinburgh alo and on 
the return voyage with Dubin stout, — 
they carry up barley and flour and load 
back with flour and barley. To make 
more than a passable sleigh road will 
be but wasting tho resources of an im- 
poverished people; to rduiuto debt for 
the purpose, madness. 

Mr. Robson's denunciations of tho 
trickery of the great egotist with the 
polyglot name, whoso whole political 
career in this Province is but the out- 
come of his insatiable self-seeking 
vanity, is well merited but incomplete.

Editor British Colonist. — Sir I take 
pleasure in approving and of supplement- 
ing tho remarks of "An old Caribooite" in 
Sunday's issue of the Colonist, with ro- 
speot to tho appointment of a Gold Com- 
missioner to 'Cassiar. 1 It is a certainty 
that a person of oxporianco, and of cool 
deliberative judgement, will be required 
in Cassiar for the first season, at least. A 
largo rush isanticipated from Oregon and 
California, and from tho other mining dis- 
tricts of our own Colony, together, with 
the mistakes Mr. Adams, tho Gov't Agent, 
has already made; and tho complication!) 
and disputes likely to grow out of tho 
still greater mistakes and errors in tho 
pre-emptions, transfer and records of the 
discoverers., and other pioneer pre-eraptors 
on Deas and Thibert Creek, are matters 
that noiio but au experienced Gold Com- 
missioner should bo trusted to deal with. 
It seems to bo tho general desire to see 
tho discoverers and earliest pre-emptors 
in this district secured in their legiti- 
mate rights, whatover their neglect or 
mistake may have been, but it is a matter 
that the Legislature cannot safely inter- 
fere with at present. To set aside tho 
mining laws and legislate for the interest 
of individuals, which it is said the Attor- 
ney General has promised to do in theenso 
of tho Moors — the Bath's and others. It 
would bo much hotter to loavo tho matter 
to the decision of a discreet and compe- 
tent Gold Commissioner. It would, no 
doubt, bo gratifying to most of the tax- 
payers in tlio Colony, to know that Mr. 
Sullivan had some work to do for tho large 
salary he draws from tho Government, 
lint for our part, we should much rather 
prefer, that the gentleman Inspector had 
another year's income than that he should 
be palmed off upon tho country as a gold 
Coiumisoner, a responsible position, for 
which he is not qualified neither by ex- 
perience nor in temper. Ono mistake, 
ono fulso step might involve intermina- 
ble trouble in the new mining district 
crowded as it is likely to bo with a 'rush' 
of reckless gold-seekers.; and Mr. Sulli- 
van's antecedents are not a guarantee for 
discretion or wisdom. Tho Commissioner 
at Oinineca, Mr. Vowel, is likely to be 
needed where hu is for another season, 
and should be content to roinaiu there, 
a larger preparatory experience will do 
him good. In ouropinion, fho best and 
only available person in the Government, 
competent for Commissioner, and pledge 
to Cassiar, is Mr. Commissioner O'Rioly, 
whose long experience evidently qualifies 
him to manage iho fluctuating |and un- 
settled affairs of a new district. And the 
utmost universal esteem in which ho is 
held by every miner that knows hiiu, 
hia character, gentlemanly bearing, digni- 
ty, and self-respect, is an assurance of 
justice to all. And that tho interests of 
individuals and of the country in gener- 
al will bo best served by his appointment 
to Cassiar, is the honest beliof of

EnglisSi Mail. 

Hnit Majesty lias been pleasod to 
grant a charter of incorporation 
to the town of Stakd-upon- 
Trent. The now borough has a popu- 
lation of about 15,000 souls. It gives 
its name to the Parliamentary borough 
of Stoke-upon-Trent, which comprises 
the municipal boroughs of Hanley, 
Longton, and Stoke, and the non-cor- 
porate towns of Burslem, Tuustall and 
Fenton. 

An extract of a letter from Borna, 
Western Africa, dated August 12, has 
beon forwarded to The Times by Dr. 
Beke, in which it is stated that Dr. 
Livingstone was then held a prisoner 
a town 2U days off, but assistance had 
been sent to him, and ho was expected 
at Borna a fow weeks later. 

Tho freedom jf tho City of London 
was formally presented to Sir Albert 
David Bassoon, the eminent Indian 
merchant, who was recently knighted 
by Her Majesty in recognition of his 
philanthropic efforts to benelit tho na- 
tive population of India. 

A respectably-dressed man, appar- 
ently about 30 years of ago, committed 
suicide by leaping into tho river from 
Westminister-bridge. Tho indentity 
of tho person had not yet been ascer- 
tained. 

The subjoined is published on the 
authority of tho Lords of the Admiral- 
ty: — "News of Commodore Commerell 
has been received at tho Admiralty up 
the 24th of September; lie arrived at 
Simon's Bay on the 20th. The Com- 
modore had been removed from Her 
Majesty's ship Rattlesnake to his own 
house. His condition had improved, 
and might be considered hopeful, al- 
though he was still in a critical state. 
Tho bullet cannot be traced." 

Mrs. Fitzgerald, wife of an officer in 
the army, was tried yesterday at the 
Old Bailey upon a charge of stealing 
various articles from a jeweller's shop. 
The theft was admitted, but mania was 
pleaded; and, after hearing evidence, 
the jury return a verdict of" Insanity," 
and the defendant was ordered to be 
detained during Her Majesty's plea- 
sure. 

Six men, including two military offi- 
cers, have been remanded by the Ports- 
mouth magistrates upon a charge of 
manslaughter, they having been pre- 
sent at a private boxing match which 
resulted in tho death of the comba- 
tants. 

An extraordinary shoal of herrings 
visited YVaterford Bay last week. The 
fish were found to form almost a solid 
mass within the nets, and the gain to 
the fisherman has been very large. 

The Rev. Mr. O'Keeffe has publish- 
ed a letter, protesting against the de- 
cision of the National Education Com- 
missioners, ami declaring that he shall 
appeal to the Government. 

The death is announced of Mr. Partrick 
Beales, for many years tho acknowledged 
leader of tho Liberal party in Cambridge. 
Mr. Beales had occupied the post of coun- 
cillor, alderman and mayor of the bor- 
ough. This latter oflice he lilled twice. 
Ho was brother to Mr. Edmond Beales. 

Iris reported that a quo warranto will be 
applied for tho at Court of Queen'sjbench, 
at Westminister, at the opening of term, 
calling upon Mr. Gladstone to show by 
what authority he continues to exercise 
the public ollico and privilege of a mem- 
ber of the House of Commons as the re- 
presentative of Greenwich, seeing that he 
has voided his scat by having accepted 
an ollico of profit under the Crown. 

On the 1st November, 'there was not 
a single prisoner in custody iu the county 
gaol of Anglesey and Beaumaris, an oc- 
currence not known within memory. The 
gates were thrown open, and a white flag 
hoisted. Tho county, though it has a 
population of 52,000, also boasts that only 
one prisoner, who was committed for a 
trifling offence, has been in gaol for tho 
last fortnight. 

The report that Mr. D'Arcv, M. P., has 
offered £100,OUO to Cardinal Culien for 
the erection of altoman Catholic cathedral 
is denied.
